FRANCE. |

Bravo!“ said the young 
foreigner; “І accept.” After selecting bis gun, Devisme inquired 
his name and address. The young man took the pen from М. 
Devisme, and wrote iu the book of addresses, " King of Portugal, 
Grand Hotel.” 

The Moniteur publisher the following note :—'' The Treaty of 
Extradition concluded bet ween France acd Ensland on the 13th of 
February, 1843, rot having produced any of the resulte expected 
from it, the Emperor's Government has regarded ‘ts maintenance in 
force as of no utility, and tue French smbassscor in London bae 
been instructed to announce the {act to the Eoglish Cabinet. This 
document will consequen ly c*»se to be applicable six months after 
the date of the commun‘ostion made on the 4th inst. by the Prince 
dela Tourd’Auvergre The t: a'y cf 1843 did not in any way re- 
late, as some journals bave supposed, to p. litical cffenders, but solely 
to persons accused of ordinary crimes—murder, homicide, forgery, 
and fraudulent bankraptcy.” 

The Oivil ‘Tribunal of the Seine has been engaged in trying the 
validity of a marriage coutracted in London between French sub- 
jecte. A young widow named Picard, who kept a farnished bo'el 
at Paris, wish'ng to marry a М. Ramar, who was objected to by 
her father and mother, cold ber businevs on the 20th of December 
last, went to Lon^on ou the 27:Ь in compavy with Ramar, aud was 
married there at St Patrick's Chapel, near the Strend, on tho Ist of 
January, without obtaining her paronts’ consent, or making any 
publication of banz», as required by the Freuck laws. The newly- 
married coup'e immediately after returned to Paris, and the parents 
of tbe bride now appealed to the Civil Tribunal to have the mar- 
riage annulled. Ater bearing ccuneel, the tribunal decided ihat, 
as all the circumstances proved that tbe parties had gone to London 
solely for ibe purpose of avoiding the operation of the French 
laws, the marriago was clandestine, and accordingly declared it 
null and void. 

An extraordinary murder case has jast been tried іп the Gironde. 
Iu September last à young man о! eighteen, named Villele, в waiter 
іп ап eating-honie st Bordeaux, told his master that he wished to 
leave, without a;signing any reason. His wages were paid, and be 
went away with bie irunk. The same дау he engaged himself in 
another ea'iog-house. In tte afternoon he made sn excuse to go 
ont, went to his ‘o:mer master’s house, and walking straight into 
the kitchen, plunged а long knife into the back of the cook, а man 
named Domeo, who dled of the wound in the course of a few 
minutes. Villele did not attempt to escape, and when arrested he 
ssid that he was tired of life, that his religious principles prevented 
him from committing suicide, and so he resolved to do an act wii h 
would ensure his execution, and at the same time give him time to 
prepare for death. He at first intended to kill a young girl of 
fifteen, who served in the shop, but after waiting for some time in 
vain in а street through which she waa in the habit of passing, he 
thought he would go and steb the cook st the restaurant. "There 
being no evideoce that he bad any grudge agsinet Domeo, the 
prosecution inclined to credit his story, bat attributed his act to а 
strange and wicked perversily of miu’, which deserved punish. 
ment. The priso:er's counsel set up the plea of insanity, and іп 
support of it mentioned that he had devised a very absurd project 
for the construction of a balloon on & new principle. The verdict 
was " Guilty," with extenuatiog circumstances, and the sentence 
twenty years’ imprisonment with bard labour.

Bat it will take a long time before the сопату regains its former 
state; it ig difficult to conceive she state o: impoverishment to 
which thie long and bitter conflict has redaced it. {here are many 
families, formerly living іп sflülaence, who are now in want of the 
common necetearies of life. Only yesterday І was accosted in the 
streets of Charleston by an old woman who, with a painful effort as 
it seemed, brought ous the word ‘ asaistance.’ Strusk by her appear- 
ance, which, notwithstanding the poverty of her a'tire, was that of 
8 gentlewoman, I inquired her history. A asd tale indeed it was! 
Her husband, long dead, had been а major in the Scots Greys, 
formerly living а: New York, whenos he had emigrated to the 
Southern States of America. Her two sone, who had supported 
her, had both fallen in the war; ber little home lay а blackened 
heap, and in her last deys, striving to support herself by needle- 
work, she had been obliged to turn ont into the streets to ask a 
passing stranger for money to pay for her lodging. Ah! little 
thought the gay group of ladies and gentlemen who gathered on 
the battery hard by to make holiday over the first abot fired at Fort 
Sumter, what the »itter eud would be. Бо greatis ¿he scarcity of 
money that some of the newspapers sre taking payment in pro- 
duce; even the Richmond Enquirer advertising ite willingness to 
take ‘rye, oats, hay, bacon, woisky, batter, eggs, poultry, or eny- 
MN "rs and some of the railways are carrying wood for payment 
in kind.” 

The following concurrent resolutions have been introduced in 
SC and M to the commitiee for foreign affairs: 

6 ereas, iu pursnance of the policy expressed by Napoleon in 
his letter to General Forey, dated July 37d, 1862, — SOM bas 
been made to establish 8 monarchy in Mexico contrary to the 
people's wishes, end to support Maximilian in his usurpation by 
Earopean soldiers ; snd Maximilian having practically established 
slavery, and violated the usages of civilised warfare by declaring 
Republicans outls ws; therefore the Senate contemplates the condi- 
tion of Mexico with profound solicitude. The attempt to establish 
а monarchy on the American continent, sustained solely by Euro- 
pean bayonets, is opposed to the declared policy of the Federal Go- 
vernment, cffensive to the people, and contrary to the epirit of 
their institutions. Тһе President is requested to take such 
steps concerning this grave matter as will vindioste the recognised 
policy, and protect the honour and interest of the American Go- 
vernment.” 

Both houses have requested the President to farnish all corro- 
spondence touching the French oconpation of Меліс», Maximiliau’s 
decree ordering ermed Republicans to be shot withont trial, and | 
the es'ablishmentof peonage — Auother resolution strongly pointed |

Ox Baturday a'ternoon Mr. William Carter, the coroner for East 
Surrey, held an inquiry at the Winchelsea "l'avern, Fleming-rcad, 
Kennington, touching the svicide of Martha Wells, aged seventeen 
years. Mr. F. W. Hunwick, a commercial clerk, residing at No 
25, Fleming-road, sald that tho deceased was his servant. The 
previous Y'horaday she broke a valuable vase, and witness esid to 
ber. You bave broken а great number of articles lately, and in 
future, whenever you bresk anything you must pay half the value 
of it.” Deceased made no reply, but on the Friday morning Mrs. 
Hnnwiok found her hanging by а rope to & beam in the washhouse. 
A Mr. Bteel cat her down with а razor, but she was quite dead. 
The witness was of opinion that she had taken her own life in con- 
sequence of romance reading, for in ber bedroom, under the pillow, 
he discovered а romance. The leaf of a tale in the book, entitled 
© Tbe Only Son of his Mother,” was turned down. In that tale the 
воп, after murdering bis mother, goes and hangs himself. Тое 
witness believed that the deceased nad been reading that tale while 
in low spirits about breaking the vase, and that the incident in the 
tale made such an impression upon her mind that she committed 
suicide. The decessed was very steady, aud engaged to be married 
Тһе Ocroner having summed up, tbe jary returned а verdiot of 
“ Suicide while in а state of unsound mind.” 

On Saturday в series of remsrkable riots came under notice at 
the city and county police-courts, Oarlisle, in which the mayor, the 
town clerk, the cbief constable, aud ihe city surveyor preferred 
charges of assault against Mr. Milton Oarr, & farmer living at 
Oargo, who, it was alleged, was the ringleader of a mob of excited 
sgriculturiste. The facts were these:—So many cows have lately 
died within the oity that it is impossible to provide them with 
burial on corporation ground. An attempt was made to burn the 
carcases, bat that had to be abandoned; and after carefal con- 
sideration it was at last decided to cart the bodies to Kingmoor 
racecourse, а piece cf waste ground belonging to the corpo- 
ration, about three miles north of the oity. Accordingly, five or 
six diseased cows were taken there and buried in в deep trench, but 
not without the most violent resistance of the farmers for miles 
around. In fact, Mr. Carr was at one time about to shoot the 
horse which drew the carosses. On Friday afternoon week, the 
mayor, the town clerk, the chief constat le, and the surveyor, were 
on their way to Kivgmoor in а cab, but were stopped witbin the 
city by Mr. Carr aud about t «enty other farmers, who brandished 
cudgels in their faces, and obliged the ccoapan sof the cab to alight. 
The latter, however, walked оп, the cab following, and afterwards 
they managed to get cff and reach Kingmoor. But they had not 
been long there yu Mr. Osir and his party arrived, and a riot was 
the result? His worship was collared, one of the men saying that 
if he did not make ff he would get“ A d— 4 good wallopping.” 
Тһе civic functionaries were all assaulted, and the surveyor ín 
particular sustained persoral injuries. Moreover, they so severely 
belaboursd the cab horse with their cudgels as to warrant a sum- 
mons being issued against them ‘or a breach of the Cruelty to 
Animals Act. Mr. Carr was apprehended in the street, and taken 
betere a special session of city justices, on the charge of assaulting 
the surveyor within the boroogb, whioh, after several scenes of 
disorder, was dismissed.

The last bet before the men went to the 
mark was that Riley staked £6) to £40 that he won, end aleo 
wagered with his opponent for tbe winner to take the gate-monry, 
Riley showed his eagerness to be (ff, and ran out twice, when (һе 
professional showed his jadgment, end let the amateur have his try 
for the advantage. Mr. A. P. attempted no less than eight times to 
getaway: but at length ashout was heard that they were off. Mr. 
A. P. at once laid to his work in the gamest manner possible, and 
was seen spanking along about half a yard in advance up to fifty 
yards; here Riley came shoulder and sooulder with his game little 
opponent, in which posi ion they ran up to eighty yards; the superior 
stride of Riley now told, and at 100 yards he was a yard and a 
balf in front. The gallant amateur made bis finel effort, contested 
every yard with his tall opponent, nearly got up onoe more to the 
shoulder of the leading man, but in the end was defeated by three 
quarters of & yard only. 


SV A RAILWAY ror Юввт —Àn almost unparalleled event 
in the history of railway companies has occurred. A whole railway 
hes just been seized by bailiffe, and в sale by auction, without re- 
serve, under write of fieri facias has been announced. The unfor- 
tunate railway is tbe Най and Hornsea line, which has for а long 
time been а source of trouble and enxiety without any alleviation 
in the shape of dividends to back its shareholders and directors. 
Very recently arrangements had been completed for the transfer of 
the line to the North-Eastern Railway Company, but some impatient 
creditors, determined not to brook farther delay, have taken de- 
cisive action, whioh has resulted im the novel occurrence of а rail- 
way in the hards of beiliffa. 

А Овіљвваткр APPLE TREE —А gentleman just from Appo- 
mattox Court house informs us that there ig nothing left of the 
apple tree under which General Lee surrendered but 6 red hole in 
the ground, and it is feared that, unless the whole is fenced in, that 
also will be removed by curiosity seekers.” It is a subject worthy 
of notice, too, that the apple tree alluded to was the largest tree in 
the world, being at least forty times the bulk of the celebrated 
Oslifornia oak, which was about the size of the citadel of Ham. 
About 917 corde of this apple tree have already been distributed 
over the United States in the shape of walking canes, fishing poles, 
umbrella handles, policemen's clabs, workboxes, sewing machines, 
writing девка, vest buttons, corks, charms, lead pencils. pen handles, 
toddy maddlers, toothpicks, tobacco pipes, and snuffboxes. The 
number of persone felioltating in these heroic relics is estimated at 
abont 20 000,000. Bat for the fect that General Lee didn't eur- 
render under any apple tree at all, it might beappropriately placed, 
photographically, among the historio archives of the country, ae the 
greatest treo in all history.— American Pa; 

APPALLING BUDDEN DEATH IN A Court оғ Law.—The Hor. 
Mr. Lewis, Advocate-General of Bombay, died with appalling aud- 
denness on the 13th inst. He had been engaged conducting а сме 
in the High Court before Mr. Justice Anstey, and had brought the 
case to а conclusion, wheu he sat down until the judge should 
write в note of his decision. He was immediately seen to fall back 
in his ohair and give two slight gasps as if for air. He was taken 
up insensible, and instantaneously died. The appalling event pro- 
duced profound sensation in court, especially amonget the 
deceased's colleagues at the bar, of whom he was the senior. 
Mr. Justice Anste immediately adjourned his oourt, 55 
did also Mr. Jastioe Оопоһ, bat the Ohief Justice (Sir Matthew 
Bausse) with great sang froid concluded the case ia which he was 
engaged, although the members of the bar then engaged before bim 
had, under the terrible shook they had sustained, requested an im- 
mediate adjournment. Mr. Lewis had returned from England only 
^ month previously, after а six months’ absence ов account of 
health, and it was generally felt to be a somewhat dangerous ex- 
periment for a man upwards of sixty years of age to make. The 
сагеег of the deceased gentleman, who was much esteemed, was 
terminated by disease of the heart.— Bombay Gazette. 

UNREAPED Conn FIELDS AT ОнвівтмАв — There are at th's 
moment standing in the parish of Beoley, near Redditch, three 
fields of uncut corn which have bsen allowed to go to waste, in 
Consequence of a dispute about its ownership. The сого is standing 
on the Holt end farm, and presents a вай spectacle of waste. A 
great quantity of the corn has been shed upon the ground, and is 
growing again. The rest forms capital feeding ground for the 
birds of the air, who visit the three fields fa thousands. The wbest 
Was en excellent crop, aud when at maturity was reckoned to yield 
about thirty bashels peracre. The three fields are together about 
twenty-four acres, and the total produce therefore was about 720 
bushels, and valuing tha produce at only 5s. per bushel, the crop 
was worth £200, all of which has been wasted. А few days вро, * 
number of poor women entered one of the fields, and out off the 
best heads of corn left. 
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A LETTER from Homburg says that a duel, resulting from violent 
altercation, took placea few дауа back between M Aug. F——- anative 
of that town, and the Baron Van der Smissen, а Belgian, а relative 
of the commander of the Belgian expeditionary corps in Mexioo.

After a few passes the Baron was wounded in the 
hand; tbe seconds then declared “ honoar to be satisfied," and a 
reconciliation ensued.

The de- 
ceased gentleman was born July 8, 1808 

“ THE late King of the Belgians,” says the Opinion Nationale 
„has divided bis fortune, estimated at something about three 
millions sterling, into four parte. The three first are reserved for 
the three children, the Duke de Brabant, the Empress Oharlotte, 
and the Oount de Flandre. Out of the fourth part will be paid the 
legacies and pensions which the King grants to all the members of 
his household, from ths highest to the lowest. The surplus will 
revert to the Count de Flandre, who has already a pension from 
the nation of £6,000, and which will probably be augmented before 
long. 

“Tr may not be generally known," says a Berne letter, that the 
late King Leepold belonged for more than half а century to that 
friendly association (Freemasons) whioh has recently been made 
the objeot of such violent attacks. He was reosived in the lodge of 
Borne in 1813, as he was passing through Switzerland in the in- 
terval between the two campaigns.”

With this letter а sheet of note-paper wae enclosed. Roupell was 
annoyed to learn that his relatives had been imposed om by people 
pretending to apply for money for him, because he did not want 
anything from them, and he showed the letter to the governor of 
by whose direction he then wrote а letter to bis sister, 
asking her to send £10, өз Turner gested, and forward it to the 
arder.

| Ir Christmas be happily with us а season especially devoted to re- 
ligious preparations, domestic sympathies, and social merrymaking, 
it is fortunate that it is also traditionally associated in this land 
with “ goodwill towards шөп,” with pity for their privations and 
| sufferings, and with an earnest and universal desire to mitigate 
both. For itis in this laud that both inevitably appoal at this 
season to our comptssion. In addition to the increasing cold, that 
necessitates fare more abundant and clothing warmer than usual to 
| those with whom food is scarce, fuel scarcer, and raiment scanty, 
| there їв the contingent turbulence of the wind and the water, with 
which а maritime nation like curselves must find its interests so 
| vitally connected. Few shore-living folk would dream that not a 
single day passes that does not add about this time of the year some 
three or four wrecks to the frightful list of such calamities which 
have already grieved the island. Fewer still are aware of the 
numberless beroio but desperate efforts which are daily made by 
our hardy merinerg in hurrying to the relief of their suffering 
| brethren. Bat all will admit on acquiring the knowledge, tha; 
| whilst such dangers claim all compassion for the sufferers, such 
exertions deserve all liberal reward to those who rush to the rescue. 
The latter may bo cheerfully expected to be provided by those who 
are unable personally to assist in the good work. The urgent need 
of this liberality receives daily illustration. The tidings of such 
| uncessingly arrive, and а pertinent instance 7% even now 
| shocking the feelings of the public. On Wednesday night 
week a fine screw steamer, the Ibis, in approaching her destination, 
Oork Harbour, met with a fierce gale, which drove her to gladly 
take shelter for the night in what was even itself a dangerous spot 
under the circumstances, Ballycroneen Bay, somewhat to the east- 
| ward of Queenstown. Бһе only managed to get even there with 
great difficulty, and, her machinery being disabled in the endea- 
| vour, whilst it was perilous to remain, it was impossible to leave. 
Atsistence was telegraphed for, and on the Thursday morning two 
steamers arrived in aid, but the heavy sea and violent wind ren- 
| dered it impossible for either to communicate with her, and a boat 
| gallantly making the attempt could not get within а cable’s length. 
At last, towards one o'clock the Sabrina succeeded in attaching a 
hawser to her, and the endeavour to tow her from her danger 
commenced. Bat very shortly, owing to the violence of the gale, 
the hawser parted, and the fated ship, having of course slipped her 
anchor on being taken in tow, drifted rapidly, impelled both by 
wind and sea, on to the rocks. Eiospe for those on board seemed 
hopeless, but our brave seamen at least never despair. Whilst 
the ship was yot drifting, and іп а raging воа, Captain 
Holland, her commander, maie with two volunteers, a 
bold attempt to convey the parted hawser in a bost to 
the Sabrina. It was в deed as desperate as it was gallant. 
The boat was capsized, and Osptain Holland was flung on shere in 
в state of insensibility, having nearly lost his life in an endeavour 
to eave that of one of his men, who, unhappily, was drowned before 
his eyes. In the meantime the Ibis strack on the rocks, the sea 
made a olean sweep over her, and she threatened to speedily fall to 
pieces. The chief mate then set to work to construct a raft, end on 
it thirty-eight persons—all on board—made a desperate attempt for 
their lives. Three were speedily washed off, and probably but few 
would have been able to hold for long, when, fortunately, а Liver- 
pool steamer, provided, ав usual, with life-boats, hove in sight. 
One of these she at once despatched to the resone, The half- 
drowned group were got safely on board, the life-bost wes towed 
by one of the steam-tags to Queenstown, and thirty-three human 
beings were thus providentially snatched from the very jaws of 
death. In the face of auch a history as this, it is impossible ior the 
mind not to revert to the reflection that there exists in this country 
an institution devoted solely to the praiseworthy endeavour of ea 
tablishing and rendering certain all round our coasts the precise 
means whereby this rescue was accidentally effected. It pro- 
poses to organize them in such numbers as shall redace 
such disasters to & very low average. The National Life- 
boat Institution has long ago proved by hard facts and 
bitter experience that life-boats, and those closely sta- 
tioned slong our more dangerous shores, can alone contend with 
this fearfal and unceasing enemy. This proposition ie, forvunately, 
also admitted by the public, which has found the reward for its 
liborality of support towards it in percsiviog the number of lives 
yearly saved by these means to be inoreased aco ording to the in- 
crease of means placedat the disposal of the institution. Bat this 
also obvieusly proves that there are more lives to be saved than 
there are at present means to save them. In 1863 and im 1864 
there were as many ав seven hundred persons in each rescued from 
the very brink of the grave by means cf the society'a lifeboats. But 
the number of wrecks which happened on spota where there were 
no boats stationed, or too distant for their arrival in time, render it 
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probable that, could that deficlency have been remedied, the amount 
saved might have been doubled or trebled. When it is borne in 
mind that the institution is thus restricted in its good work, though 
it mustere upwards of one hundred and fifty boats, it will be readily 
perceived how deserving it is of increased encouragement on the 
рагі of the publio.

Тнк cattle plague is running its course with terrible steadiness and 
certainty. Week after week the number of cases increases by al- 
most regular additions. The first return made in the present 
month showed nearly 4000 attacks, the second upwards of 5,000, 
the third upwards of 6,000. Before the close of the year we may 
expect to see the report reach to 8,000 or 9,000, and there is but too 
much reason to fear that the rate of progress шау be still farther 
accelerated. Even as it ir, the deaths represent a mortality of more 
than half а million а year. Nor can we derive any consolation 
from the details of the retarns. The plague is growing and apread- 
ing in nine districts out of the twelve. It appears to be 
in the metropolitan police district, but that, we are told, is because 
the cattle have been all destroyed, and there is no longer food for 
the pestilence. It seems also on the decrease, though but slightly, 
and, perhaps, not permanently, in the northern counties and Soot- 
land, but in every other quarter the evil is worse than before. Ií 
Wales enjoyed any exemption at first, it appears to do so no longer. 
The return for that district, which includes also Monmouthshire, 
was 116 on the 204 of this month, and 287 on the 16th. It seems 
as if nothing either stopped the plague, or prevented it, or cured it, 
We must again remark, however, that the returns from Bootland do 
indicate some mode of treatment which, by comparison, may, per- 
haps, be termed successful. In the whole kingdom together, ex- 
clusive of Scotland, the attacks have been, in round numbers, 
38,000. As many as 10,000 of the animals were killed by their 
owners or dootors, while 20,000 died of the actual murrain, and 2,500 
only recovered. In Sootland, on the other hand, out of an aggre- 
gate of 17,500 cases, only 2,300 were killed, and while 9,760 died, 
many as 2,100 recovered. We see, therefore, that among the Bootch 
farmers the slaughter bas been small, and the saving great The 
recoveries are almost equal in number to the recoveries in all the rest 
of the kingdom. Such а contrast deserves inquiry and explanation, 
We cannot bat diecern, however, upon the whole, an ominous ans. 
logy between the story of this plague at its last appesrance and the 
current accounts of its course at this moment. The events and 
proceedings of 1746 may be regarded as prefiguring very closely those 
of 1866. The alarm, we are told, was comparatively slight at first, 
A whole generation had passed away since the murrain had been 
seen or heard of, and its early ravages were set down rather as local 
outbreaks than the beginnings of sweeping pestilence. Not till 
after twelve months’ experience of the plague was the country 
thoroughly roused to а sense of the danger, and then measures of 
repression had lost much of their power. However, they were tried, 
and almos: invariably with more or less success. Wherever the 
traffic in cattle was prohibited or regulated, the disease gradually 
subsided; when the restrictions were removed or evaded it broke 
out sgain It wae undoubtedly checked, if not extinguished, by 
local precautions and quarantine, bat these arrangements neoes- 
sarily produced inconvenience, and when they were evaded or pre- 
maturely rescinded the plague gained ascendancy once more. This 
is very like the story told in our columns week after week. We 
have had the murrain among us more than six months already, and 
yet it may be doubted whether the nature of the orisis is thoroughly 
Sppreciated except by the farmers themselves. They, as we have 
seen, are prepared for any eacrifices, but they are in ad vans of their 
countrymen, and of Government too.

GARDENING OPEBATIONS FOR THE WEEK.

v. Sothern. 

This was an action to recover damages for в breach of contract. 
The defendant pleaded various pleas, and amongst otters illness. 

Mr. Serjeant Ballactipe, Mr. Field, Q O, and Mr. Willes were 
counsel for the plaintiff; Mr. Bovill, Q C., and Mr. Henry James 
were counsel for the defendant. 

Plaintiff is prietor of the Prince of Wales Theatre, Birming- 
hem, aod the defendant is the celebrated actor, “ Lord Dandreary.” 
The latter had entered into an engagement with Mr Swanborough 
to perform at the Prince of Wales Theatre in Birmingham for 
seventeen nights, but he failed to do so. A second engagement 
was then entered into, and efter performing four or five nights, the 
defendant declined to oarry out the remainder of the engagement, 
and the plaintiff had brought this action to recover compensation 
for the loss he had sustained in consequence. 

The plaintiff deposed: Early in March I received |в letter from 
Mr. Sothern, dated the 18th of Maroh, stating he could perform for 
seventeen nights. I had previously received from the drfeniant 
өл inquiry note, and on the 14 March I wrote ‘to the cefendant 
saying that I had booked bis engagement for seventeen nights, 
commencing on the 19th September and ending Ociober 7th. la 
May І received & telegram from defendant to come to London, and 
met him by appoiatment at the Oafe de l'Europe. Defendant said 
he bad made a mistake this time, and had got himself into а diffi- 
culty. It was no use his writing to me because he thought an 
interview would be much better, as he had made another engage- 
ment for the same time as mine. lasked with whom, and he said 
Mr. Henderson, of Leon, aud that he had threatened him with 
an action if he did not fulfil his engagement with him. I said, “I 
understood you and Henderson were so friendly that no hing of 
tbe kind could teke ” He then seid that if it ended so he 
could never play for Henderson again for he bad brought him a great 
deal of money. I said I cannot possibly put off the engagement, inas- 
much вә it ie the eget Түй have ever made with me, and you are 
perfectly well aware that people of the dis have not 
you. The defendant replied, * Well, I was thinking £100 топ 
compensate you” І aid, "Iosunot take £300, for I confiden!

pone it” He replied that he could not fix any dale, and upon 
that I said, “ You must settle with Henderson. I cannot waive my 
engagement.” He gave me a glass of sherry and a very fine olgar, 
end he said, Well then, rely upon it, old boy, I'll play for you.” 
(Laughter) It was arranged in а former letter that the defendant 
sbonid appear in “ David Garrick.” I made preparations for the 
defendant's sppearance. 1 received sketches and special scenery 
for * Brother Баш” from the defendant, and also а draft pley bill. 
I advertised Mr. Sothern in the usual way, and had posters of 
“ Bothern аз David Garrick” on rainbow paper posted all over the 
town of Birmingham and the neighbourhood. I also underlined 
him in the pleybilis. Mr. Sothern was to take half the grose 
receipts, and 1 was to pay the expenses out of my half. The 
scenery, in accordance with the  pleintiff's sketches, oost 
about £120, and oe between £30 and £10 I received a 
telegram from defendant, stating that he nad no; been ly ad- 
vertised, end, therefore, his engagement was null and re- 
pus that he was, and that the box plau was opened, and Í inquired 

or the posters the defendant had promised to send. I afterwards 
received them. Оп the 19th of September (the day Mr. Sothern 
Was to open) defendant's agent went on the stage for rehearsal in 
the middie of the day. The firgt piece in the evenin, 
Mah gm it had concluded before Mr. Sothern ей . 
lifton, the siage- manager, was zent to the sta don, and some time 
alter I was called to the stage-deor. Mr. Sothern was in а cab, and 
a large crowd hed assembled around. I ssked hia to come into my 
room, end I «was at least ten minutes before 1 could persuade him to 
do so, Some people would not go into the thestre in consequence, 
and others came out to know what was the matter. Whilst in the 
cab, Mr. Sothern said he was too hoarse to períorm. After he got into 
the theatre behind the scenes, I asked him if he could not by aay 
уот appear, otherwise it would be raisons to me.

WE regret to state that a telegram received from Piss on Bunday 
announces the death of Bir Cuasrles Eastlake, President of the 
Royal Academy.

The first of 
bis works of this kind sest over to Eogland for exhibition was 
“А Girl of Albano Leading a Blind Woman to Mass” сао 
which succeeded, in 1827, а more ambitious » m,—" The 
Spartan [sades." In 1527 Mr. Eastlake was elec ed šu associate ot 
the Royal Academy, and in the year ensuing be produced his 
“ Pilgrims Arriving in Sigho of Rome," his mos! sacc*eefal effort. 
During his residence at Rome he painted many plotures of cabinet 
sizə, ot subjects connected with Roman banditti, contadini, &o. In 
1830 he attained the rank of Royal Academician, and returned to 
England, when ho abandoned his Italian costumed groups for a 
higher walk of art. He still continued, however, to illustrate 
Italian history, poetry, and manners; and his “ Con'adins and 
Family Betarning from a Festa, prisoners to Banditti,” в repetition 
of в similar subject painted by him in Rome, and “ Escape 
of Francesoo di Oarrara aud his wile,” must always rank 
among hig most successful efforts. In a similar category may 
be assed several «scenes of the  Turoo-Greek war, his 
„Greek Fugitives,” his “Атар Selling his Osptives,” his 
“Gaston de Foix," &o About this period he began to devote him- 
self more especially to religious subjects, and his ч Christ Blessing 
the Little агер,” “Obrist Weeping over Jerusalem,” “ Hagar 
and Ishmael,” remind us in sentiment of some of the best works of 
Ary Scheffer, but are more agreeablein colour. The reputation at- 
tained by Mr. Eastlake, both as an artist ard connoisseur, led to 
his appointment im 1841, by Sir Robert Peel, to the office of 
Secretary to the Royal Uommission of Fine Arts. In 1843 he was 
appointed Keeper of the National Gallery, but he resigned the 
P "ад in 1847. In 1850, on the death of Bir M. A. Shee, he was 
elected President of the Royal Academy, and received the 
honour of knighthood. In 1855, Sir Obarles Easstlske was ap- 
pointed director of the National Gallery, under the new 
and greatly-extended form of organization, since which 
that institution hes received numerous and valuable additions 
worthy of the ohefs-d'osivre in the Angerstein collection gallery, 
which formed the basis of our national collection. His avoocations, 
however, Spear to have left him li&tis leleure for art, and we have 
accordingly but few pictures from his easel for some time past. 
Bir Ош Eastlake has made several valuable contributions to the 
literatare of the Fine em d which may be mentioned his 
translation of Goethe on Colour,” “ Notes to Kugler’s Handbook 
of Painting, end “Contributions towards о History of Oil Paint- 
ing.”

POLICE COURTS 
MANSION HOUSE. 

Тнк HouskLEss Poor —A misereble-looking creature, named 
James Besley, who used а orutob, and was stated to have one of 
hie lege in such aetate as to prevent him from walking, was brought 
before the Lord Mayor under the following circums'ances :—It ap- 
peared that s City constable found the defendant iu the streets, and 
he said he hed no home, snd was completely destitu e, and unable 
to walk. Не was put into в truck,, and conveyed to the houseless 
poor ward of the East London Union іп Bishopsgate-street, aud an 
attempt was made to get him admitted. The door, however, was 
not opened, but some one called out from one of the wíodows that 
the was full, and no more could be admitted. The constable 
inquired where be was to take the man, and the answer was that he 
ича take him where he liked. Something, it appeared, was then 
said about taking bim to the workhouse, but this could not be done 
without obtaining an order from the relieving officer, and the con- 
stable did not know where this official was to be found, and in the 
result the poor cresture was taken to the police-station. The Lord 
Mayor observed that in an urgent cage à man might die while all 
this red-tapism of sending about from one official to another was 
being carried on, and he directed that ап order should be given for 
the man’s admission to the hospital, and that he shoald be at once 
conveyed there in a cab. 

DESTITUTION AND DESPERATION. —F'our young men, all of whom 
were dressed in either workuouse ог gaol costume, one giving the 
name of Smith, and tho others different ones, all of which are 
believed to be fictitious, were oharged with the following daring 
outrage :—It appeared that about one o'clock іп the day on Satur- 
day the prisoners walked up to the window of Mr. Bennett, the 
watchmaker in Oheapside, and two of them deliberately dashed 
their elbows through ® square of plate glass, end they then made & 
snatoh at the chains and watches that were hanging in the window, 
and succeeded in removing а great many of them. The whole of 
the prisoners seemed to have been seized immediately by the by- 
standers, and upon ons of the shopmen maag into the street he 
found sil of them in custody, and he took from Smith & handful of 
gold watches and chaios, and several other articles were given to 
him by the persons sbout, who hed taken them from the other 
prisoners, or picked them up from where the prisoners had thrown 
them. When the prisoners were taken they said that their object 
was to be sent to prison, and it appeared that they had only come 
out of Oold bath Fields Prison on the pe day. The prisoners,

OHARGE OF ATTEMPTED MURDER —A well-dressed man named 
Elia Fermi, а native of Italy, in business as в corn, commission, 
and shipping agent in Great Tower-street, was placed at the bar 
before Mr. Alderman Finnis, who sat for the Lord Mayor, upou the 
charge of wounding a German gentleman named James Dawbüsob, 
with intent to murder him. The case was represented ae one of & 
very serious character, and it was stated that the utor's in- 
juries were of such a character as to prevent him from being in at- 
tendance. George Pagden, one of the porters at Gresham House, 
Bishopsgate-street, who was the first witness examined, deposed 
that on Saturday morning, shortly after eleven o'clock, the prisoner 
passed him and went into the building, and very soon afterwards he 
heard an outory in one of the corridors, and upon 283 to the 
spot he saw the prosecutor on the ground, and wes 
standing over him and in the act of stabbing аё him with some 
weapon, and he did во several times before witness got up to him. 
When he did so the prisoner oame towards him, and һө saw some- 
thing drop from him, which sfterwards turned out to be two 
daggers or stilettos, and he made use of the expression,“ Не has 
asgassinsted my six children.” A policeman shortly afterwards 
came up, and the prisoner was taken into custody. The witness 


added that the occurrence took place close to an office that wae | his 


occupied by the prosecutor in the same corridor. Alderman 
Fianis inquired any one was present who could give 
the court any infermation upon the subject of the transaction. 
Mr. Nisbet, в gentleman who said he was ecquainted with both 
parties, stepped forward, and said that he knew the prisoner and 
the prosecutor. They were both connected with the corn trade, 
end were publishers of a journal devoted to that trade, and the pri- 
soner entertained great jealousy towards the prosecater, and thie 
had no doubt led him to com nit the got. Alderman Finnis observed 
that he could not enter into those perticulars, but he should be glad 
to be informed of the condition of the prosecutor, and any other 
matters that were relevant to the inquiry. Mr. Nisbet then stated 
that he hed seen the prosecutor а snort time before he oame to the 
court at his own counting-house, and he informed him that he had 
been wounded by the prisoner in the abdomen, and he said that he 
believed he had stabbed him twenty times. The prosecutor told 
him, however, that he did not believe that any of the wounds were 
of a serious nature. The prisoner then commenced a rambling 
statement rela‘ to his connexion with the prosecutor, bat he 
was stopped by Alderman Fionis, who sald thet he would have 
ample opportunity for making his defence; bat if he would take his 
advice, ag the case must necessarily be further inquired inte, it 
would be more prudent for him to abstain from making any state- 
ment until һө had conferred with his friends or some legal adviser. 
The crisoner then desisted, and he was ordered to be remanded for 
a week. Shortly afterwards Mr. G. Lewis, of Ely- who had 
been instructed to prosecute, attended, scopmpanied by a medical 
gentleman, and he informed the alderman shat there was reason to 
believe at present that the injuries that had been inflicted upon the 
prosecutor were not of а dangerous character.

THRASHING A BAILIFF Ellen Morley, a young Irish women, 
with а sickly-looking infant in her arms, wae brought up on а 
warrant, charged with committing s ferocious ssssult upon Mr. 
William Mejor, one of the bailiffs of the Southwark Oounty Court, 
end causing the resoue of her husband from his custody om an exe- 
ontion warrant issued by O. 8. Whatmore, the judge of that court. 
Mr. Major seid thet on the previous Thursday afternoon he pro- 
ceeded with a warrant to Adam’s-place, Borough, against the de- 
tendant’s husband for а debt amounting to 81 due to & n 
named Florence. He had other officers with him, and saw the de- 
fondant sitting at work аз а tailor nesr the front window. Не 
entered the house, and having explained to him the mature of hie 
errand, told bim he must go with him unless be sould рву at once 
the debt. Morley said, “ me go up-staire and fetch my cost” 
Witness told him he could not allew shat, as his wife d fetoh 
ік He then seid, Let me go into the " Perceiving & 
number of spiteful-looking women enter the house he refused bim, 
and took hold of him to remove him. At thet time he received 
a blow on the head with an earthenware teapot, which knocked 
his hat off, and Morley said he should not take him, he would beve 
his Ше firet. The prisoner tben came behind him, and exclaiming, 
Let my husband go," struck him on the back of the head with a 
large pickle-jar, breaking it and stunning him for the moment, so 
that he was compelled to let Morley go, and he esoaped. The other 
women were armed with shovels and fire-frone, and attacked him 
like а set of witches.

He said when һе 
went to Mr. Major's assistance the women in the house attacked 
him with fire-irong, and others threw crockery-ware at him. Mr. 
Woolryob, after hesring other corroborative testimony, said ho wes 
satisfied that the defendant had made а brutal attack on the officer 
while in the proper execution of his duty. They must be protected 
from such brutal violence, and he was determined, if possible, to 
put a stop to such lawless acta by fining her in the sum of £3, and 
іш default of sufficient distress, six weeks’ imprisonment.

FATAL COLLIERY EXPLOSION NEAR MERTHYR. 


Tre Gethin Pit, in which the terrible calamity occurred. is sunk 
near the base of а moutain, and it hes two shafte Formerly it 
bad but оре, but an uposetaba't being deemed a desirable addendum, 
thts second һа! was sunk about 500 yards higher up on the moun- 
tain side. That portion о' the pit which is more immediately оор - 
nec'ed with the npoer shaft has since been known by the name oi 
the Upper Gethin Pit, and the eld section of the pit has been styled 
the Lower Gethin Pit. Tbe upper pit te 200 yards іп depth It is 
a sirgalar circumstance that, only about four years ago, & frightful 
explosion took piace at the Lower Gethin Pit, and it resalted ta the 
death of nesrly fifty men and boys. This time the scene was 
changed, for the explosion ou Wednesday morning week oconrred 
at the upper pit. in the face of а catastrophe so recent se that at 
the lower pit, it is easy to understand that every precaution bad 
been adopted to obviate another such calamity. 

Many widows have been left with large families to support. One 
poor woman has lost her busband aud her aon of sixteen, and is left 
with six onildreo, having only been confined а week Thera sre 
many other persons who havo suffered bereavements sufficient to 
bow down the atrovug man, whilst the burden is to be borne by poor 
weakly women. Doubtless Mr Crawshay will not allow the families 
of the deosased to want for bread. On the ocossion of the former 
explosion many wives were left widows and many children fat лег- 
less, but in Mr. Оса таһау the bereaved had a ready helper, and 
they are even to the present day the pertakers of the nounty of 
Mr. Orawehay, from whose agents they obtain a weekly sum of 
money. 

Зоше curious Ins(ancea of pros*rvation are recorded. Out of the 
forty who were working in tho hescing where the explosion took 

lsoe, only two escaped unharmed, namely, two brothers named 

ll. One of them was at work at the end of the east level, and, 
on becoming aware of the scoidenr, he ran to his brother, bnt t! e 
air became so oppressive that he became faint. Тһе brothers, how- 
ever, pursued their way, and by occasionally wetting their faces 
with some tea one of them had іп his possession, they were enabled 
to preserve their coneciousners, sed at length fouud their way to 
the bottom of the shaft, and were rescued. The Halls state that in 
their progress they fell &cross the bodies of several of their fellow- 
minere, but none of them replied when calledto. A boy is reported 
to have been leading a hora» The horse was killed, and the boy 
falling behind it, was shielded, and owes his life to the ciroum- 
stance. It is supposed that the explosion took place about 200 
verde from the bottom of the shaft. 

Immediately after the explosion, Mr. T. Wales, the Government 
fospector of mines for the district, was telegraphed for to Swansea 
At two o'clock on the Wednesday he was at the pit, which һе de- 
scended some eight hours after the explosion. Mr Wales was 
also down the pit on Тапгядау, and there is no doubt that the 
matter is being thoroughly sifted. Oa the f'harsday there were few 
people in the neighbourhood of the pit; bat the excitement in the 
upper part of the town of Merthyr was very great. At the Miners’ 
Arms Inn, which is near the pit, soverai sable hatbands were bung 
from the windows, ia testimony of respect for the deceased. The 
exertions of Dr. Thomas deserve special mention. When he found 
that the bodies as they were drought up were nearly all lifeless, he 
immediately descended, in the hope that he might ba able to reatore 
animation without delay, and 80 aave lives that must otherwise be 
sacrificed. He remsined in th» pit some three hours. 

The inquest on thirty-two of sne bodies—the other two deceased 
men having been resident in the Brecon district—wa opened and 
adjourned at the Bash Hotel, Merthyr, before Mr. Williams, the 
deputy-coroner, in the absenos of Mr. Ovortoa, the coroner. ;

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AMONG PIRATES. 


Тне following narrative, written by & passenger on board the Henry 
Darling, gives an account of events which occurred only about fifty 
miles from Hong Kong :— 

* We left Doubie Island, Swatow, on the morning of the 25th of 
October, with & light fair wind, und got fairly out to sea by the after- 
noon. Towards evening it fell в calm, and we drifted with а cur- 
rent, now and then getting a breath of wind, till pilot came on 
board to take us to our destination (of course, showing us his good 
characters, & We had noticed a large Macao larcha evidently 
dodging us, passing and repassing, as she could easily come up to 
us at anytime, as the light winds aud calm continued; evening 
came and this Jorchs came closer. The pilot then said, ‘That 
piecey boat pirate, he makey fighty another pieoey last night.’ We 
bad, however, taken timely warning, the captain (J. Haniball) hay- 
ing ordered all the arms on board to bo ready іп case of neel. I 
had & good revolver with me, ready loaded. Eight p.m., the boat 
came so close that by the dim light of the young moon we could see 
a stir among them. Tue two 6-pounders were loaded with round 
shot on the main deck, and also two 3-pounders on the quarter-deck, 
the muskets brought up from below, and bsyonets fixed, as well as 
the few out lass es we had. He began to steal aft of us, and we could 
distinctly hear them talking on board the lorcha; we were now 
quite assured of their intentions, and we bad made up our minds 
to fight or die—we knew it would be one or the other. Orders 
from the captsin were given to fire the 6-pounder on the star- 
board aide, as tho pilo: had been telling him 40, too, or soon 
they would be under the stern, and there being no 8'еетаде 
way on the ship the large guns would be useless. At 8 30 bing 
went the first, and he was not slow in replying; now we were ai] 
assured of his intentions; the small guns off tbe quarter-deck were 
then fired, and it soon became hot work. His muskete began hot 
upon us, aud I took ap the muskets as soon as possible, along with 
the captain and chief officer. We saw them getting their stink- 
pots resdy from the foremast top. They soon, with the help of 
oars, came under our stern, and the stink-pots flew by the dozen, 
and ho balls aš thick as hail; we then beat a retreat from 
the quarter-deck, still firing. The men from the loroha now 
had jamped on board, and rushing at us madly we made 
tor the fore part of the ship. The Obiuese had long previous to 
this gone off to hide themselves, but the Malays stood till we could 
stand no longer. The deck of the ship was now one mass of fire, 

Che captain going up to the forestay was shot dead, and fell down 
at my feet; tue onlef offiser took to the fore-rigging, and in his 
ascent was hot in three places; 1 had now no alternative but to 
go over the bows, and 84 one came forward to me 1 shot him with 
my revolver dead; soon otherg filled his place, and I got over 
the bows to get on the martingale. А Ohinaman bsyoneted 
me between the shoulders іпо the lungs, just glancing ой 
the back bone, another shot me in the arm and 1 fell 
into the sea. There теге mavy Malays hanging on to a rope over 
the bowa, and they kept firiug their three revolvers at us tn turn. 
Now nothing but sink or swim, life or death. A faint breeze 
began to ripple the water now, aud the vessel began to шоу», per- 
nays, about two miles an hour, as ali the sails were left hanging. 
Chere were now too mauy for ove rope to hang on to, and some 
mus: leave and swim at bis own riek. A sudden splash, witha 
yell from the Ouſuese on deck. 1 looked round; another and then 
another splash; tbe carpenter had gone to rise no more. I hed 
now began to feel faint, and as tha ship was increasing her speed 
1 came around to the sterbosrd вісе, bat with all my good swim- 
wing tho versel was leaving me. By thie time I had got abreast 
the poop, and I heard к votes call ont, ‘Jack, here is а rope's eud 
for you (һе spoke good Engligh), ‘come up, we will not kill you; 
come up’ Oh. no; I bad better die vere.’ I had got around the 
stern, and, 8 rope hanging over, I seized hold, as I could not have 
done mach more, bat my friend’s voice again, ‘Here fe & rope, 
wake it fast around you and we will band you up; I can assure 
you noching shall happen I made the end fast, and four men 
hauled ше up, took off my clothes and brought me a pair of flannel 
trousers (dry) from among my owa things, as all my clothes were 
tarced out on the cabin floor. coon asl could walk he led me down 
tuto the s4loon, and ove of them said, ‘Oh, I know you; no fear.’ 
Avother, not quite во much pleased at my reception, atrack me 4 
heavy blo v ac.oss the side of my face with the flat of his «word; 
bat the other, patting mo oa the baok, said, ^ Don't take offence.” 
Now 1 was interrogated about the ship, where from, cargo, money, 
Ko, aud led on deck at the peril of my life if I did not reveal all, 
and where the captain was and others belonging to the vessel, as 
they had made up their minds to burn hor. I went back to the 
osbin; there was my boy ready for his head to ba cut off; and after 
evtresting with this little friend, the vessel was to be spared and 
tae boy, but they wouid take everything of use away. True to 
their word they did not leave us sosrca sufficient . clothes to put on. 
All the cabins wers sacked, rice, hisonit, fowls, beef, доске, ropes, 
aye, even our very bedding was carried off, and they left the 
vessel, and us to starve, about twelve, midnight. I went down 
to th» hold, and found some cf the men, got them up, and 
in hall an uour, to my surprise and delight, down osme 
the chief officer. They had been taking the ship to seaward, 
aod left no carovomater, barometer, no compass, по Jampi—now 8 
gale. I. weak aud ізі from four wounds, he ditto. We straggled 
sli night, next duy, all night again—morning озше land; but 
where are we? At last we саше across в fishing boat, wnioh we 
got with some difficul:y to pilot us for 100 dols. into Hong Kong, 
where we arrived, atter liviug on scarcely anything, өп Saturdey 
night, the 28th of October, from the most perilous voyage I ever 
rr ж and hope never to make another euch.”—China Overland
